T WAS NATURAL for Mr. Truman to turn 


to General Marshall for help in the trouble 


that has arisen in the Department of Defense 
He once said he considers General Marshal! 
to be "the greatest living American". 


But the solution Mr. Truman has hit upon 


for solving the problem of Secretary of .De- 
fense Johnson's worn-out welcome creates a 
few problems of his own. 


Secretary Johnson is being given the air be- 


cause he had become a political liability. Tha 
is a rough precedent to set for other men who 
will be asked to hold down the defense job 
Among these men is General Marshall. 


He will not be immune t$ criticism. Nor 


will he be immune to political sniping, because 
politics is involved deeply in foreign policy 
And the difficulties that have been plaguing 
the Department of Defense are involved in 
foreign policy. 


The Department was called on to bail out a 


foreign policy that failed. The head of the de- 
partment was put on the spot. When he failed 
to perform a miracle, he was thrown to the 
wolves. General Marshall will find things no 
tasier than Mr. Johnson found them. 


He may find them even harder because he 


unlike Mr. Johnson, la one of the authors of 
the foreign policy that failed and will have to 
share responsibility for the consequences of its 
failure. 


His countrymen respect General Marshall for 


his past services, and his willingness to serve 
again. But that will not keep them from raising 
a quizzical eyebrow over the circumstances oi 
his return to the cabinet. 


The solution Mr. Truman has found to the 


problem of an unpopular secretary of defense 
does not quite jell. It is hard to believe he 
has done anything but put General Marshall 
on the spot while taking Secretary Johnson off 
the hook. 


G.O.P. Takes Hope At 60 
TT LOOKS as if a Republican governor of 


Maine has been put in office with upward 


of 67 per cent of the votes cast for that office. 


That is bad news for the Democratic-New 


Deal-Fair-Deal-organizd labor and what-have- 
you coalition in Washington. When the G.O.P. 
rolls up better than 60 per cent of the vote in 
a Maine election, it signifies the tide is running 
against the opposition. 


On the other hand, when the vote of the Re- 


publicans in Maine dwindles toward a break- 
even point, that signifies the G.O.P. is likely to 
be in national trouble the following November. 


In 1792, Congress decided the states could 


vote for president any time within the 34 days 
preceding the first Wednesday in December 
of the election year. In 1845 Congress set the 
national election date on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November. But it made 
no requirement for elections of governors and 
members of Congress. 


Maine takes a dim view of changing things 


without a good reason, so it stuck by its origi- 
nal constitution (1819) which fixed September 
for local elections. It always goes Republican, 
though other states have not been going with 
it in recent yyears. 
Consequently, no one 


takes it seriously any more unless it goes Re- 
publican with a bang. The bang this week 
was heard clearly in Washington. 


Came The Cold, Gray Dawn 
VI 'HEN WORLD WAR II began, there was an 


armchair general for every man in uni- 


form. 
As the war continued, these confused 


experts bumbled along in its wake, second- 
guessing the strategists and plotting their next 
moves with marvelous confidence. 


Even the finish of World War II, which was 


contrary to nearly verything that had been 
foretold by both the professional and amateur 
experts, failed to blunt their ardor for mili- 
tary guesswork. When the business in Korea 
exploded last June, the armchair generals 
knew exactly what should be done and exactly 
how to do it. 


But 
something has happened—something 


momentous. 


On a cold, gray dawn in September, 1950, 


there Is not an armchair general to be found 
anywhere. It is only with difficulty that one 
can locate a second-guesser, and a half-heart- 
ed one at that, barely willing to croak: "I told 
you so." 


This is a war horse of a different color, this 


Asiatic melee in which the United States and 
its allies find themselves backed into an awk- 
ward corner of an out-of-the-way peninsula, 
fighting like wildcats to stay where they are. 


It Is not indifference that is causing the Ko- 


rean war to be ignored by the armchair gen- 
erals. It is frustration.

The New York Manner Of Getting Votes 


-THE DEMOCRATS in New York 
•* state would have nominated 
James Farley to the governorship 
had he been willing to accept, but 
the genial Jim is not politicking 
that way. 


It is interesting that he had the 


courage to denounce the current 
method of balancing Catholic, 
Protestant and Jew on the tickets 
of both parties. He said outright 
that it was un-American to play 
it that way. Nevertheless, that is 
the way it is being played. 


The Democratic candidate, Wal- 


ter Lynch, a member of the 
House of Representatives, is hard- 
ly known outside the Bronx. In 
fact, he is not too widely known, 
outside of political circles, even 
in the Bronx. That in no way 
infers that he is incapable of be- 
ing governor of the largest state 
in the Union. But it is likely to 
mitigate against his election. 


Three factors make it difficult 


for him to achieve his ambitions. 


Judge Albert Conway, a jurist 


of- outstanding repute who was to 
have been nominated, was thrown 
off the ticket by Louis Hollander, 
state head of the C.I.O., who ac- 
cused Judge Conway of being 
anti-labor, anti-Negro and just a 
niche above Robert A. Taft. The 
charges were false but effective. 


In Democratic circles, the ques- 


tion arises: Who inspired Louis 
Hollander to make such charges 
about so reputable a man? Until 
that question is answered, many 
Democrats will vote against the 
candidate of the Bronx boss, Ed 
Flynn. And as long as it is be- 
lieved that Herbert Lehman was 
in on the deal, a great many Dem- 
ocrats will stay away from the" 
polling booths. 


AS A MEMBER of Congress for 


12 years, Mr. Lynch has been a 
faceless representative, v o t i n g 
strictly as a rubber stamp. Or- 
dinarily, this would have stood 
him in good stead in a state where 
organization politics helps a can- 
didate. 


But the Korean war is raising 


many questions regarding na- 
tional and international policies 
and the New Deal and the Fair 
Deal ("why these are cited separ- 
ately, I don't know) are not as 
popular as they used to be. There 
is much explaining to do and Mr. 
Lehman's opposition to the Mc- 
Carran anti-Communist bill will 
not get him the Communist or 
left-wing vote. 


Thomas E. Dewey has never 


been a popular man, but he al- 


ways has been respected for his 
competence, efficiency and in- 
tegrity; The voters of the state 
are accustomed to what is gener- 
ally called his "coldness", which 
sometimes gives the impression of 
egocentricity. But they like his 
achievements, his hard work and 
the-decency of his administration, 
which compares favorably with 
much that happens in Washington 
as well as New York City. 


Mr. Lynch will have difficulty 


in attacking that record. On the 
other hand, Mr. Lynch will be 
supported by the so-called Lib- 
eral party, which is>a mildly So- 
cialist outfit managed by David 
D u b i n s k y and adequately fi- 
nanced. 


This group, in the past, hag 


been able to poll about 400,000 
votes. It may do better than that 
in this campaign because many

'THE TROUBLE with books is, 


there are too many good ones. 


That is why they get published— 
because experts who know the 
ropes calculate coolly that the 
public will read them with its 
tongue hanging out, 


These experts don't give a hoot 


about the consequences, such as 
a reader's scratchy eyes after 
staying up more than half the 
night or the missed bus because 
some fool sandwiched in a chap- 
ter the next morning between 
two- extra cups of coffee. 


It is no bills peeled off their 


roll if the books they foist on the 
public cause its susceptible mem- 
bers to walk about in a trance 
for a couple of days while strug- 
gling to digest an idea that fills 
their minds and runs out of their 


irs. 
They do not have to deal with 


the consequences of wool-gather- 
ing by readers half dead from loss 
of sleep and half nuts from loss of 
composure due to the upsetting 
influence of a powerful presenta- 
tion of an idea. 


There are temperate consumers 


of books—paragons of self-disci- 
pline who can read one chapter 
at a time and ration themselves 
sensibly. After all, if there are 
human beings who can eat one 
peanut and quit, there must be 
readers who can stop reading at 
the end of one chapter and save 
the rest for some other.time. 


But as for the rest of us, books 
-and peanuts—are an irresistible 


temptation to make pigs of our- 


selves. The only control possible 
is to avoid temptation entirely. In 
short, stay away from peanuts and 
books on pain of putting up with 
the consequences of over-indul- 
gence. 


Like alcoholics who cannot take 


one snort safely, we cannot apply 
the brakes. Where books are con- 
cerned, it is an odds-on bet that 
exposure to the menace will bring 
on a reading spree whose conse- 
quences will not be confined to 
the individual victim. They will 
spread far and wide, Inflicting 
hardship on his f a m i l y , his 
friends, his employers and even 
his insurance company. 


The autumnal equinox is a time 


of special danger. It is a time for 
getting into the sack early to see 
what is in some of those books 
which accumulated during the 
summer, to disregard the racing 
clock and to raid the refrigerator 
at 2 a. m. and knock off a few 
more chapters with elbows prop- 
ped on the kitchen table. 


Also to be awakened next 


morning by the cheerless ringing 
of a persistent alarm buzzer, to 
tackle a new day, fatigued and 
glassy-eyed—and to make an ab- 
ject confession of weakness, like 
this one. 


That is what this is, a confes- 


sion. It is made in public, in the 
weak hope that getting it out into 
the open may put backbone into 
a resolution to start no more 
books at bedtime . . . not until 
the circumstances are favorable 
anyway . . . well, at least not for 
another night.

Are We Planning A Far Eastern Munich? 


APPEASEMENT OF commu- 
•^~* nism in China and the utter 
senselessness of the war in Korea 
if appeasement is now ordered 
will be the prime issue in the 
coming congressional campaign. 


The Midwest Democratic con- 


ference, by accusing certain Re- 
publicans of wanting war with 
Communist China, has let the cat 
out of the bag. The recognition 
of Communist China and its ad- 
mission to a seat in the United 
Nations 1s evidently to be the 
crowning climax of the Demo- 
cratic administration's effort to 
pin the responsibility for "war" 
on their political opponents and 
to take to themselves the credit 
for maintaining "peace". 


The Republicans will not take 


that sort of charge lying down. 
They will ask why the adminis- 
tration went into Korea at all at 
a cost already of about 8,000 cas- 
ualties if it was intended fo give 
Communist Russia, Communist 
China and Communist North Ko- 
rea their way any how in the 
Far East. 


The administration's maneuvers 


are by no means sure-footed even 
from a political standpoint. The 
purport of the radio-broadcast in- 
terview given by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson over the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System is 
that the position of the United 
States with respect to Formosa 
is one of military weakness and 
that the proposal to "neutralize" 
the island is based on the fear 
that we cannot defend it. The 
Communist world does not re- 
spect weakness, as has been ad- 
mitted by the secretary himself. 


HENCE, IT is difficult to un- 


derstand the purpose he had in 
mind in emphasizing our military 
weakness. He said: 


"When it was decided, by the 


President that we would lend 
our support, and full support, to 
the United Nations in the Korean 
defense, you can see how impor- 
tant it was that, having taken 
most of our troops out of Japan 
and brought up troops from Oki- 
nawa and brought our fleet up 
from the Philippines and placed

it to the north, Formosa should 
be neutralized and should not 
be a point of danger upon the left 
flank of the whole United Na- 
tions position. 


"And, therefore, the President 


neutralized it by saying that the 
Seventh Fleet would prevent any 
attack upon Formosa and For- 
mosa should not make any attack 
upon the mainland. There was a 
fair proposition, and it was meant 
to work both ways—and it does 
work both ways. The President 
also pointed out that what he 
has said has nothing to do with 
foreclosing the political decisions 
on the future of Formosa. These 
should be made by peaceful 
means and he has stressed over 
and over that our sole long-range 
desire about Formosa is that its 
future should be decided by 
peaceful negotiation and settle- 
ment, and not by force." 


DOBS THIS "fair proposition" 


mean a deal with Communist 
China whereby if she accepts the 
facts about our military weakness 
and doesn't attack Formosa, she 
is to be rewarded with admission 
to the U.N. and recognition as 
well as perhaps later the island 
of Formosa itself 


Was General MacArthur right 


after all in warning against "ap- 
peasement" in the Far East? Is 
this the way to create "areas of 
strength" as Mr. Acheson phrases 
it so often? 
Who, to be sure, 


created the military weakness of 
the United States in the Far East 
and who abolished the "fleet In 
being" so far as the Pacific was 
concerned? 


Why is it necessary In 1980 to 


make a deal on Formosa became 
of a lack of. adequate naval forces 
in commission to protect an 
island surrounded by deep water 
when only five years ago the 
United States had the largest 
Navy the world had ever known? 


The Republicans cannot be pre- 


vented in the coming campaign 
from asking pertinent questions

weakness which apparently is 
now dictating our appeasement 
policies. Neville Chamberlain at 
Munich In 1938 appeased Hitler 
to gain time but war was not 
thereby avoided. 


America, by appeasing Stalin 


with a Far Eastern Munich, will 
gain time but may lose the re- 
spect of Asiatic peoples, to say 
nothing of the respect of the peo- 
ples of Europe and the rest of 
the world. It looks like a dan- 
gerous adventure born of mili- 
tary weakness and attributable 
to our bungling policies in fail- 
ing to allocate wisely the SO bil- 
lion dollars we spent for defense 
in the last five years.

Since that column appeared, 


one of my critics wrote a letter 
to a California paper in which the 
column had appeared, expanding 
the idea. 


The difficulty with his letter 


was that he thought I had meant 
rye whisky, not grain. His mis- 
conception, however, has a good 
deal of merit. Perhaps if people 
who bought bonds and then 
found inflation whittling their 
purchasing power in dollars, were 
paid off in ry.fi whisky, they 
might accept this means of letting 
the whole matter drop. 


Such repayment, properly used, 


would induce them to forget in- 
flation, the welfare state, the 
State Department and, in fact, 
the entire Truman administration. 
It is to be hoped that my critic 
will expand his concept and thus 
add to the business of statesman- 
ship. 


Incidentally, the whole concept 


of the "commodity" or "flexible" 
or "rubber" dollar seems to have 
come from Germany, where the 
late Irving Fisher, our own most 
indefatigable propagandist, 
and 


the late John Maynard Keynes 
picked it up. 


Ultimately, perhaps, we shall 


have a great political movement 
which might be called "share the 
normalcy" or "share the risks". 
That is something that might 
sweep the country.

planned.

If en- 
acted later, it may be made re-j 
troactive to cover a part of 1950 
corporation income.
